It can be confusing when 
the HF bands sre referred 
to as “the LOW bands"; and 
VHE and above is referred 
to as “the HIGH bands.. 
This cams about because 
the LOW bands, composed 
of the High Frequency 
bands, are lower in 
frequency than the HIGH 
bands, which include VHF 
and above. I am sure that 
the proceeding has 
-thorough!y confused you.

I like the LOW and HIGH 
bands view of things 
becauss, more than being 
a difference in  freq- 
uencies, the two bands 
have a different set of 
activities. The iow bands 
offer much in the way of 
“traditional” ham  act- 
ivities and the high bands 
offer more in the way of 
avant gerde activities as 
well the 2M band: hem 
radio's “party line”.
